It 
was a timely and eloquent review of 
some of our modern tendencies, that 
not only pointed out our reasons for 
being thankful, but showed the neces- 
sity of our "Uking stock" of ourselves, 
lest we drift away entirely from the 
lofty ideals that animated the found- 
ers of our republic. Their sacrifices 
of blood and fortune, their eloquent 
orations and pungent writings will 
have been in vain, if we shut our ears 
to everything but the siren voice of 
commercial supremacy. If this nation 
is indeed to be the hope of mankind, 
we must live up to the best traditions 
of democracy. The failure of mon- 
archical and imperial systems of gov- 
ernment is but too evident. It is not 
safe to entrust the reins of govern- 
ment to the hands of a few men, per- 
vaded by the pernicious idea that they 
exist as rulers by divine right, and 
encouraged in that belief by an in- 
terested nobility and aristocracy, self- 
ishly seeking to perpetuate the sys- 
tem. 

Thank God that in this country we 
recognize no royalty except In the 
kingdom of heaven, no nobility except 
nobility of soul, and no aristocracy 
except the aristocracy of brains and 
achievement. The rubbish of heredi- 
tary royalty and nobility was swept 
away when Thomas Jefferson penned 
the immortal lines: "We hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these

A union Thanksgiving service of 
the Methodist, Baptist and Presby- 
terian congregations was held in the 
Presbyterian Church at 11 o'clock. 
Rev. John Van Ness, Rev. Chris. G. 
Koppel and Dr. Gordon occupied the 
pulpit, and Miss Achsah Wentz pre- 
sided most acceptably at the organ. 
Dr. Gordon offered the opening pray- 
er, and Mr. Van Ness read the Presi- 
dent's Thanksgiving proclamation, a 
collection for the benefit of the Nar- 
berth Y. M. C. A. yielded something 
over $25. The congregation was very 
large, and joined heartily in singing 
devotional and patriotic hymns. 

Mr. Koppel chose as his text the 
eighth and ninth verses of the fourth 
chapter of Deuteronomy. He first 
gave a historical sketch of our re- 
public, which he prefaced by stating 
that its soul was conceived in the 
mind, born in the heart and sustained 
by the purposes of God, and that it 
was the hope of mankind. He showed 
how, through God's plan, the first dis- 
covery of America by Eric the Red 
was not followed by a development 
under Norse domination, with its wor- 
ship of Baal and the gods of Walhalla, 
but that it was reserved for Columbus 
to really open the new country to 
civilized nations, and to found it on 
Christian belief. He dwelt on the 
colonies founded by the Pilgrim fath- 
ers, the English at Jamestown, the 
Puritans, the Swedes and the Dutch, 
all imbued with the high ideals of the 
Christian religion, and on the noble 
work of these men, culminating in the 
Declaration of Independence. 

The second division of his sermon 
j was an appeal to the American peo- 
j pie to "take heed to thyself, and keep 
j thy soul diligently, lest thou forget 
i the things which thine eyes have 
I seen." He spoke eloquently and con- 
] vincingly of the dangers threatening 
I our national existence in these days 
I of commercial greed. He told of the 
I reward that is being reaped by 
foreign nations, now engaged in bloody 
strife, because of their forgetfulness ; 
Germany because of its absorption in 
militarism; France because of her 
atheism; Belgium because of her 
cruelties to the negroes of the Congo. 
Our population is now fifty per cent, 
foreign, or of recent foreign descent; 
there are more Jews in New York 
City than there ever were in Palestine, 
and more Swedes in Chicago than in 
the capital of Sweden. Because of 
these heterogeneous foreign elements, 
the hatreds engendered by clashes of 
labor and capital, speculation in and 
cornering of food products and sec- 
tional political divisions, our republic 
is facing grave dangers. We must 
cultivate the spirit or national unity, 
and hark back to the lofty ideals of 
the founders of our nation, instead 
of devoting ourselves exclusively to 
commercialism and material prosper- 
ity, if we would escape the punishment 
that is sure to come to those that for- 
get the things which their eyes have 
seen. 

Mr. Koppel disclaimed being a 
politician, and referred to the neces- 
sity of standing by our President, now 
that the election is over. He touch- 
ed on the wonderful growth of the 
temperance movement throughout the 
country, and of the duty of all Chris- 
tians to support the good work. 
Apropos of partisan politics, he told 
a story of two negroes who were dis- 
cussing the Bible. One of them pro- 
fessed to know the Bible thoroughly, 
"from Generations to Revolutions." 
"Then," said the other, "explain how 
it was that the three men who were 
cast into the furnace came forth with- 
out a hair of their head being singed, 
nor the smell of fire on them." After 
some thought, the Bible scholar re- 
plied, "Well, that was 'way back in 
Democratic times, when there hadn't 
been no fire in the iron furnaces for 
a long time."
